B, Pregent ration book 2, to the 
recorders at the distribution centre 
from which vou will get your new 
book. Recordere check information 
on the post card with that on the 
cover of book 2, then trangcribe this 
information to cover of book 3, de- 
tach and retain the post card 

©. Receive new ration books and 
take them home Do not destroy 
ration book 2 because brown Spare 
A’ coupons for meat are good 
until November 25 

A member of the fatnily, if over 
16 yeare old, or a responsible mem- 
ber of the community may present 
ration books of his family or friends 
to obtain ration books. 

It will be advicable, where pos- 
gible, to call for ration book earls in 
the week, 80 a8 to save conjestion at 
the end of the week

OTHER USES OF SOY BEANS 

You will remember in a recent article we said that edible varieties 
of soy beans are high in protein, fat, thiamin, riboflavin, iron and phos- 
phorus, They are the least expensive source of good quality plant protein 
so we should try to find other ways of using them in our diets, They 
can be used in many forms, as a green vegetable, dried, or in milk form, 
The latter issued extensively in the Orient for infant feeding 

It has been found that a child that cannot tolerate cow's milk may 
be able to tolerate soy bean milk, Soy bean oil can be used for food but 
is used chiefly for technical purposes. There is a soy bean and peanut 
butter that is delicious on bread and can be bought at your grocers 

You can now obtain soy bean flour in grocery stores, Soy bean 
flour is prepared either by grinding the whole bean or the part left after 
removal of the oil, You can use it to take the place of part of the wheat 
flour in baking. Usually 'y soy to *; Wheat flour is used, but for pastry 
}a@s much as 'y soy flour may be used, You will find this soy flour makes 
| delicious bread, muffins and biscuits, They are very nutritious and have an 
unusual nut like flavour and a very fine texture. The flavour deteriorates 
on keeping (after baking) so you should eat the muffins while they are 
fresh, Here is a recipe you will enjoy 

Soy Bean Mutlins 


1 cup soy bean flour ‘4, cup sugar 
1 cup white flour 1 cup milk 
| 3'y tsp. baking powder 1 egy 
ty tsp, salt 2 tbsp. butter or short 
| ening (melted) 


Mix and sift dry ingredients, add milk and egg, then melted butter 
Bake in greased mutfin tins 24 minutes 

Fresh green soy beans of the edible variety may be used in the menu, 
They are cooked like fresh peas and beans, until they are tender, requiring 
(a little longer cooking time

What We Have, We Hold! 


This fall and winter, the farmers 
of Western Canada will have to 
store a large proportion of Canada’s 
grain stocks, The greatest dangers 
to farm stored grain are moisture 
and insects. Uniformly dry grain 
is not subject to insect damage or 
spoilage, 

If trouble begins, however, the 
farmer's position is difficult because 
he rarely has accommodation or 
equipment for turning or cleaning 
large amounts of grain, Note the 
following precautions: 

1. Repair leaky roofs to exclude 

rain and snow, 

2. If possible have wooden floor 
with air epace underneath 
Much damage hae resulted from 
concrete floors, but a covering of 
moisture-proof paper will help. 
Before filling granary, clean thor- 
oughly. Brush down walls, and 
seep floor with damp sawdust 
Then ¢prinkle a little hydrated 
lime over the floor and sweep it 
about to fill all cracks. 


5. If granary was infested with 
mites or insects last year, give 
the entire inside a coat of white- 
wash containing 4% pound of lye 
per gallon of eclution, and allon 
to dry thoroughly before binning 
grain

Interesting Demonstration Plots 


A most interesting Demonstration 
Plot will be found at most of the 
elevators which are maneged by the 
Companies which sponsor the *'Crop 
Testing Plan’ — the Searle, the 
Home, and the Midland & Pacific 
These plots will repay a visit by any 
farmer. There will be found grow- 
ing at least six varieties each of 
wheat, oata, barley and flax. A 
careful examination of these varie- 
ties by farmers in their own district 
will reveal to them how these differ- 
ent varieties have behaved under 
their local conditions Experience 
has shown that farmers quite fre- 
quently obtain valuable information 
from observing these growivg plots 
that helps them to decide which 
variety they should grow. 

Included in the plots will be found 
some of the very newest varieties 
One entirely new strain of wheat, 
and the new varieties of ruat. resiet- 
ant oats — Ajax and Exeter — from 
which much is expected; the stand- 
ard varieties of barley (both rough 
awned and smooth awned) and in 
particular there will be found some 
entirely new varieties of flax, both 
linseed flax and fibre flax. 

The local elevator agent would be 
happy, indeed, to guide farmers to 
these plots and to explain the vari- 
eties to them.

Best Heat Absorber 
Best Milk Cooler 


The speed at which milk can ba 
cooled depends upon the rate at 
which the heat contained in the 
milk can be passed on to something 
elas which will absorb heat. Some 
materials absorb heat mueh more 
rapidly than others Water, for 
example, will cool milk 20 times 
faster than air. Air absorbs heat 
very slowly. Consequently if a can 
of warm milk is placed in a refriger- 
ated room where the air temperature 
is at freezing point, it will be about 
twelve hours before the temperature 
of the milk has falien to 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit This explains why at- 
tempts to cool milk in winter by 
setting the cans in a snow-bank or 
exposing them to outdoor tempera- 
ture often leads to trouble. 

Because milk muat give ite heat 
lo surrounding water, the larger the 
volume of water and the lower its 
temperature, the quicker the milk 
will be cooled, and the cooling will 
be atill more rapid when the water 
is kept in motion.
